AIR FORCE ELITE TAKE TO 
SLOPES AT SUNDAY RIVER 

It’s called’ a Combat Control 
Team. The Air Force version of 
the Army’s Green Berets, And it 
was the Sunday River Ski School’s 
assignment to teach them to ski. 

Out of Dyess Air Force Base 
in Abilene, Tex., this 22.man unit 
of the 463rd Tactical Airlift Wing 
commanded by Captain Tim Wooils 
took to the slopes as a part of 
their training, The group stayed 
at ‘the Christmas Farm Inn in 
Jackson, N. H. They travelled 
to Maine and Sunday River to find 
the snow needed for their training. 

“We're trained in a bit of ev- 
erything,”’ explained Senior Mas- 
ter Sgt. John Smith. “Each mem- 
ber is an air traffic controller, has 
parachuted, knows demolitions and 
scuba dives.’? 

There are some 10 combat Con- 
trol Teams in. the Air Force, two 
are located overseas and all are 
combat ready. The members are 
the elite of the Air Force. 

“It takes a. man some three 
years to be fully qualified for a 
C.C.T.,” said Smith. “We’re main- 
ly involved with desert operations. 
We set up landing zones as well 
as secure forward re-supply for 
the Army. They call us ‘pathfind- 
ers’,’? 

This team spends some 200 days 
on the road. “The travel is the 
best part,” exclaimed Gus Hib- 
ner, a team members from In- 
dianapolis. “IDY’s (Temporary 
Duty Assignments) like skiing and 
scuba diving are great!” 

- Combat Control Teams have 
been involved in Vietnam, the 
Lebanon Crisis and Iran. “A team 
worked at the Jonestown, South 
America, tragedy, too,” said one. 

Members of the team hail from 
all over the United States. Four 
were new skiers and others had 
tested their skiing wings last 
March in Utah, -
